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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Wang clearly teaches at col. 5, lines 35-57, 
increasing salicide thickness by longer annealing time would reduce the resistance of silicided polysilicon gate electrode. And, Hashimoto 
clearly teaches at para. 96, a fully silicided polysilicon gate electrode. Therefore, annealing the metal layer to completely consume the 
polysilicon layer to form a siliicided gate electrode is within the level of skill of skilled person in the art. Hence the combination of Wang and 
Hashimoto is proper. Therefore, it is clearly that the combination of Wang in view of Hashimoto meets the doctrine of U.S. Supreme Court 
in KSR international v. Teleflex of "a person of ordinary skill can implement a predictable variation, §1 03 likely bars its patentability". And, it 
is also clearly that the combination of Wang in view of Hashimoto meets the doctrine of U.S. Supreme Court in KSR international v. Teleflex 
of "If this leads to the anticipated success, it is likely the product not of innovation but of ordinary skill and common sense.
